From Edmonton

EDMONTON—The | first test 
of public reaction to the govern- 
ment’s five-year development 
plan and suspension of oil and 
gas dividends will teke place in 
the central Alberta riding of 
Olds on Feb. 9. 

‘Premier Manning has called 
a byelection for that date to fill 
a vacancy created by the death 

«in December of Fred’J. Niddrie, 
Social Credit MLA who had rep- 
resented Olds in the House since 
1950. Nomination Day is Jan. 26. 

The byelection could provide 
an indication of how the public 
will go to the polls if the ex- 
pected general election.is held 
later this year. Social Credit 
will naturally be campaigning on 
the strength of the government’s 
five-year program. If nothing 
else, it will give the Opposition 
parties a practice run at fighting 
against such a potent political 
weapon. 

At the time of writing, it ap- 
peared likely that all four major 
political parties would be con- 
testing the byelection. The only 
doubtful one was CCF, but: pro- 
vincial leader Floyd Johnson 
said his party will have a candi- 
date if at all possible. 

Social Credit, Liberals. and 
Conservatives planned to have 
nominating conventions. within 
the near future. At the time of 
Mr. Niddrie’s death, Social Cred- 
it was the only party with a 
candidate in Olds. The local SC 
group had nominated Mr. Nid- 
drie for re-election. 

Chances appear fairly good for 
Social Credit to retain the seat. 
Olds has been a Socred strong- 
hold for years. The .only thing 
worrying SC officials is the ten- 
dency among voters in a byelec- 
tion to register any protest they 
have against the government by 
supporting an Opposition candi- 
date. It’s a safe thing to do in a 
byelection, because even if -the 
Opposition man is elected _ it 
doesn’t topple the government. 

At the time of Mr. Niddrie’s 
death, there was some doubt 

. whether the government would 
hold an early byelection, in view 
of the likelihood of a general 
election in the spring or summer. 

But the Election Act says there 

must be a member elected in 
time for the next session. of the 

Legislature.
